The fact that the United States Supreme 


Court has declined to review the legality of 
Georgia’s present county unit system in the 
primaries does not make the system in the 
least just or morally right. 

The county unit vote effectively disfran- 
chises large segments of the voters, placing 
the political balance of power in a few small 


counties which can determine the outcome of ° 


any election. 


Arguments for retaining the system stress 
the fact that it prevents “bossism”’ and ana- 
chine rule. We say that it does the opposite. 
By controlling “bosses” in a number of small 
counties, it is possible under the system to 
perpetuate a state-wide political machine in- 
definitely. . In other words, it makes “boss- 
ism” and machine control all the easier. 


Regardless of the arguments against the 
system as it now exists, Georgians will be 
asked for the second time next November to 
vote on an amendment which would have the 
effect of extending the system to the gen- 
eral election. This proposed constitutional 


amendment would require a candidate run- 


ning in the general election to be nominated 
first in a primary conducted on the county 
unit basis. 


Georgians defeated a like measure two 


years ago. Surely they will turn down this - 


one when they realize its implications.

Are There Any More 
At Home Like This? 


In a recent editorial in The Bulloch Her- 
ald, Editor Leodel Coleman cites the City 
Court of Glynn County as a model for courts 
'in other counties. 


The judge, W. G. Little, keeps court open 
for hearings six days a week. 

One excerpt from the Coleman editorial 
should show that if the court doesn’t deserve 
the description “unique,” at least it comes 
close: 


“They cite the case of a tourist ar- 
rested last week for driving near a school 
bus. The tourist believed he had been 
wrongly charged and his wife and 
daughter supported him. 

“There was no accident, and Judge 
Little found the tourist not guilty, only 
an hour after the arrest. The tourist, 
when told he could recover his $25 bond 
from the sheriff, was amazed. 

“After fighting for vindication and 
return of the money, he was so heartened 
that he said he wanted the court to keep 
the money and give it to a church or a 
charity. 

“Judge Little said the court preferred 
that the man take the money and dis- 

_ pose of it himself. He went to the sher- 
iff’s office, where he asked the way to 
the nearest church, and was last seen 
parking his car in front of it. 

“To learn that there is a court in our 
state in which there is no dawdling, no 
piddling, along with the administration 
of justice, is, refreshing. 

“Tt sounds to us like the way a court 
should be set up and run.”

Bevan’s Defeat Is 
Highly Significant 


Clement Attlee has decisively defeated 
left-wing leadership in the Labor Party in 
Britain on the issue of national defense. In 
a showdown vote, the Labor Party rejected 
Aneurin Bevan and his Leftists in an issue of 


commonwealth has been accelerated within | 


the past 10 years and the shift is continuing 
at a rapid rate. But as each rural resident 
moves to the city, he is partially disfran- 
chised as far as the weight his vote carries 
in the state. 

Inequality of representation, in which 
Fulton County with a population of 473,572 
has three votes in the House of Representa- 
tives while many counties with less than 10,- 
000 have one, is bad enough.

in DeKalb. The inequality-extends on down 
the line to many other rural as well as urban 
counties all over Georgia.

The county unit system may have had 
some justification when it was first proposed 
at the constitutional convention held at Mil- 
ledgeville in 1833. However, it was rejected 
by the people at that time. It was adopted 
under the Carpetbag Constitution of 1868 for 
obvious reasons, and was continued in the 
Constitutions of 1877 and 1945 for entirely 
different reasons. It takes no account of the 
changing populations, not only of the urban, 


., but of the rural counties as well—most of the 


change since 1900. 

Today in Georgia we not only have in- 
equality of representation, but inequality at 
the ballot box based upon this unequal repre- 
sentation. Although the people of Georgia 
will, we believe, reject the extension of the 
unit system to the general election, the in- 
equality of representation and the unit sys- 
tem in the primaries will remain. It cer- 
tainly seems that a removal of the present in- 
equality of representation should be in order, 
along with a reapportionment of units, as a 
first step at least toward a real peprasenta- 
tive government in Georgia. 

Today we have neither fair representative 
government nor equality at the ballot box.

There is always the likelihood that the 
Labor Party may be returned to power in 
Great Britain. Under the leadership of Attlee 
defense and foreign policies would remain 
substantially the same as under Churchill— 
except in degree. Under anti-American 
Bevan, the effect on British as well as world 
defense and rearmament plans in building 
the bulwarks against Communist aggression 
would in all likelihood be disastrous. 

Attlee’s victory at a closed session of the 
party over the issue of defense and rearma- 
ment firmly re-establishes. his control over 
the party at least for the time being. It means 
Britain, under a Labor government, would 
still be a full partner in Western defense 
plans.

nowned for their conservatism. 
But they would probably be 
horrified by the excesses and 
unmoral till-tapping in Cuba. 


Yet, how come Cuba is in the 
black and we’re bleeding? How 
come a man who makes a few 
grand a year down here can 
keep upwards of 90 per cent of 
it—and even more.than that if 
he buys the tax collector a jug 
of frozen daiquiris. 


It is a confusement, and one 
which I wish somebody could 
untangle for me. Little Cuba, 
with several millions people less 
than live in New York City, is 
a greater customer of the Unit- 
ed States—per capita — than 
Britain, France, Italy, Australia,

of “per capita.” Pays cash. 
Doesn’t want to mooch from us. 


All this despite the fact that 
successive generations of Cuban 


politicians have pillaged its ac- 
cumulated wealth as surely as 
Francisco Pizzaro sacked Peru. 


Verily, Cuba is akin to the 
figure in mythology who, when- 
ever knocked to earth, bounded 
back with redoubled vigor. 


We, “the greatest temporal 
force in history,” just keep go- 
ing deeper and deeper in the 
red. 


In the world today the surest 
sign of an economically sound 
country is the treatment of its 
visitors and the currency clamps 
placed on its natives. Most of 
the nations from which the 
United States drew its great- 
ness—notably Britain—are to- 
day economic slave states. Their 
peoples are denied freedom of 
action where their money is 
concerned, just as Soviet na- 
tions are denied freedom of 
movement. 


Many of us who live along 
the coasts of the U. S. have had 
the recent experience of har- 
boring British friends who— 
though comfortably fixed or 
downright rich at home—are 
permitted to leave their coun- 
try only im a pauperized con- 
dition. 

Fhe American traveler to 
Britain is made uncomfortably 
aware of the black market in 
pounds. He has long since be- 
come accustomed to the lure of 
the Amgrican dollar in money 
deals in France, Spain and so 
many other places. 


But in Cuba his buck is worth 
a Cuban buck, no more, no less. 
And after you’re here a bit you 
have the uneasy feeling that 
maybe the Cuban buck might 
shade ours a bit.

The Stone Crab 
At Joe’s Place 


MIAMI—At Joe’s place, over on the beach, 

there are no soft lights and no music. No MC in a 

dinner jacket with his hair slicked down comes 

out to wisecrack with the customers, and there is no chorus line 
prancing about clad in spangles and feathers and not much else. 
Joe’s is a big bright-lighted restaurant with a white tiled floor and 
the general effect of its decor is about the same as that ‘of an over- 


sized bathroom. 


But when the places with at- 
mosphere and name bands and 
singers and dancers and cover 
charges and whatnot are starv- 
ing to death, Joe’s is crowded 
with throngs of happy customers 
all eating their heads off. For 
Joe’s serves pompano and fried 
shrimp and shrimp creole and 
oysters and salt water trout and 
frog legs and Florida lobster and 
Spanish mackerel and king fish 
and broiled snapper. and scal- 
lops, both plain and sauteed, 


But these things are not 
what keep the people coming 
back to Joe’s. The thing that 
draws them in from all over, — 
from guys in overalls who 
have been operating steam 
shovels all day to gentlemen 
in tailcoats and ladies in 
ermine who never hit a lick 
of work in their lives, are 
the stone crabs that Joe’s 
place serves. There is some- 
thing about a stone crab that 
a man cannot resist and the 
farther inland he comes from, 
the more removed from salt- 
water and the denizens of the 
deep, the more he dotes on the 
stone crab. 


The stone crab is a monstrous- 


ly ugly crustacean that makes . 


its home in the waters around 
the Florida keys, and the only 
part of it which is fit to eat is 
the gigantic claws which some- 
times are as big around as a 
man’s wrist. Inside this claw is 
a chunk of white meat that is 
the distilled essence of the sea, 
the flavor and tang of al] the 
good seafood a man ever ate. 


The way they serve the crabs. 
at Joé’s place is very simple. 


They dank the crabs in boil- 


ing water and then they break 
off the giant pincers and crack 
the shell with a wooden maul. 
It takes quite a blow to crack 
one, for the stone erab’s shell is 
one of the hardest substances 
known to nature. And then they 
pile a great platter high with 
these cracke@ claws and set -it 
in the middle of the table with 


dishes of melted butter mixed 
with lemon juice on the side. 
And the waiter gets away from 
there as fast as he can, for he 
does not risk “getting his arm 
broken in reaching for any- 
thing on the table, 

The reason for this is simple. 
The people who are eating stone 


crabs do not wish any inter- 


ference, They want a clear field 
for their reach toward the center 
platter, for a man has to look. 
out for himself in a stone crab 
brawl, or he will lose out in 
the grab, maybe to some delicate 


lady who does not weigh more — 


than 110 pounds, but can put 
away stone crabs like a steve- 
dore. 

They give you little forks to 
pick the meat from the cracked 
claws, but nobody lets himself 
be hampered by these tools You 
pick up the crab claw in the 
hands and shuck the shell: off, 
and dip the crab into the butter, 
and'then pop the dripping mor- 
sel into the mouth all in one 
sweeping motion. It is then per- 
mitted to lick the fingers. 

Joe started out in the stone 
crab business in 1919, when his 
place was the only eating place 
on Miami Beach, and it has 
never known a dull day since, 
And if the stone crabs hold out, 
it looks as if it never will.

PARIS, March 4—(P—Gen. 4 


Charles De Gaulle’s star was on the 
rise Tuesday night over a France 


war political crisis and an almost 
empty national treasury. 

The lanky, authoritarian-minded 
De Gaulle, waiting since 1946 for’ 


his hour to strike again, was ac-| 
corded a good chance of returning | 


soon or later to the leadership of 
his country. 

A little known rightist inde- 
pendent, Antoine Pinay, was _ in- 
vited to try to form a cabinet. He 
told newsmen as he left a caucus 
of his own group that he would do 
so. A little later President Vincent 
Auriol’s ofice announced that Pinay 
had asked the president to wait un- 
til Wednesday for a final decision. 


A new economic blow put France 
closer to threatened bankruptcy 
Tuesday. She was notified that she 
must pay some $60,000,000 in gold 
to meet her deficit in Western Eu- 
ropean trade last month. 

Treasury officials said they 
didn’t have it. They will have to 
borrow from the Bank of France, 
whose $547,000,000 in gold is the 
nation’s only bulwark against bank- 
ruptcy. 

Reluctantly, seasoned observers 
conceded that De Gaulle, with his 
authoritarian approach to political 
life, could undertake the stern 
action needed to stop the drain on 
French resources. 

But the fear that De Gaulle would 
set up a dictatorship still was 
stronger than the fear of financial 
ruin. 


Claims Hotel 
Paid $36,900 


To Finnegan 


ST LOUIS, March 4(>—A wit- 
mess testified Tuesday that while 
James P. Finnegan was collector 
of internal revenue he was paid 
$36,900 by a St. Louis hotel that 
received a large claim from the 
government. 

The witness said $30,000 was 
paid Finnegan for legal services 
and that another $5,000 went to 
him for helping sell the Warwick 
Hotel here in 1946. The balance 
was not explained. 


This testimony came from Saul, 
Lichtenfeld, manager of the hotel. 


He said Finnegan got the $30,000 in 
legal fees for a two-year period 
ending in 1949. 

Finnegan is on trial in federal 
court here on charges of accepting 
bribes and other misconduct in of- 
fice. He resigned as collector of 
internal revenue last spring. 


Lichtenfeld said that with Fin- 


negan’s help the Warwick received 
$40,000 on a claim for $120,000 
against the zovernment for dam- 
age to the hotel by U. S. Coast 
Guard occupancy during World 
War I. 

He said he and Finnegan went 
to Washington to press the claim in 
1946 and contacted both the Coast 


division of the Justice department. 

Lichtenfeld had several clashes 
with Thomas E. DeWolfe, assistant 
attorney general who is helping in 
the prosecution. 

DeWolfe asked the court at one 
point to declare Lichtenfeld ‘‘an 
adverse and hostile witness.”

Cherry, who is president of GEA, 
said the fall bond issue, if ap- 
proved by the voters, would pro- 
vide funds for several new schools 
and additions to present plants 
needed because of increased en- 
roliments. Because of an increase 
in the county tax digest, it could 
be financed with the present school 
district bond tax rate of three 
mills, he said.

The little white-haired Salvation Army ‘“‘lassie’’ was flustered 
and happy and protesting when they called her up from her place 
at the League of Mercy luncheon to the front of the room. 

“I don’t know what you all are up to,’’ grumbled Mrs. Vincent 
Cunningham, ‘“‘but I’m certainly going to get you all for this!”’ 

Laughter swept over the room. How like little Nellie Cunning- 
ham, they thought, to be reluctant to take any credit for nearly a 
quarter of a century of faithful friendship to the sick and the jailed 


of the community. Mrs. Cunningham and Lieutenant Colonel Cun- 
ningham, who retired from the Salvation Army last month, were 
honor guests at a luncheon of the Army’s League of Mercy. 


They were pleased to be honored by their old friends but 
they did not want any extra credit for the dayin-day-out job 
which they did, like all Mercy Leaguers, /because they take 
seriously and personally Christ’s words, ‘“‘I was sick and he 
ministered unto me, I was in prison and ye visited me.”’ 


All members of the Mercy League—technically the women of- 
ficers of the Salvation Army—spend hundreds of hours a year visiting 
the sick and the imprisoned. It is, as Mrs. Kenneth Howarth, chair- 
man of the luncheon, explained, ‘‘a little something extra’’ members 
do on their own time.
